' Since the mixed commission composed of representatives of til 
1'uited Stales and of Mexico has accomplished the main result foi 
which it was apparent ly intended, it has dissolved. 

During the troublous months preceding the late President ill 
election Mexico was giving the administration much anxiety, if tl 
whole question could be sidetracked until November, the administn 
tion would he out of its predicament. And so the commission id* 
was eagerly seized upon. Days went by. Weeks stretched the' 
weary lengths into months and nothing whatever was aeeoinplisliet 
Now that there is no longer need to play polities, the end has come 
The commission drew up a protocol which Carranza has refuse 
to sign. The whole matter is back in the hands of the I'residen 
where it was before the commission was created to consume tint' 
Since the government has recognized the Carranza de facto go vert 
ment, there seems to be no longer reason why the American Ambassi 
dor should not proceed to the Carranza headquarters. And what i 
more. Pershing's troops ought to be brought home. They have neve 
been given a chance to do anything and they can be of more servic 
on the border. 

What the President's new policy will be— if he has any in mini 
which is doubtful — is eonjectional. But what he might do is this 
Notify Carranza that he will he expected to protect our border an 
American and foreign interests. If he fails in doing so, our troo| 
will invade Mexico in pursuit of bandits, or occupy northern towns i 
• necessary, to enforce American rights. — Philadelphia Inquirer. 

MILITARY TRAINING IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS 



"Military training in the schools conceived as military drilling i 
undesirable and unavailing; military training conceived as a com 
prehensivc program of physical, moral, and civic education is desii 
able and even necessary," declares Dr. W. S. Small in a chapter oi 
education hygiene in the Annual Report of the Commissioner o. 
•Education, Department of the Interior. 

Dr. Small points out that military training thus conceived "oJ 
fern a possibility of unifying and ennobling the now confuted an 
disjointed activities in the field of physical and moral discipline. Tl. 
physical and moral values of bo,., gymnastics and athletics arc \\i 
understood, zut. both lack comprehensive and unifying motive. .\. 
systems of gymnastics arc individualistic. Their appeal is to the d 
sire of the individual for physical perfection. Competition is uarrov 
ly individualistic. Systems of athletics are mostly based upon grot., 
competitions, and if properly managed are very valuable, not om. 
for physical development but also for training in the very fondamen 
tals of social morality. But the philosophy of athletics is the philos.. 
phy of play, and the philosophy of play is the philosophy of instinct- 
a philosophy that is not comprehensive enough to serve as a sol« 
basis of physical and moral education. Military training righti 
conceived includes these motives and subordinates them to the jdeii 
of patriotism.'' 

The report describes and discusses the so-called "Wynmiir 
plan" originated by ('apt. K. /. Steever. U, S. A., outlines the plat, 
of the New York military commission in relation to physical train 
log, and analyzca the relation of military training to school organi/a 
tion. coneludiug Hint ••military training in the strict and technical 
senac will not be grafted upon the schools, but military training in tin 
tense of a comprehensive program for physical, moral, and civie edu 
cation in which some appropriate military affairs may be included i, 
likely to liud its way into all schools."

REVENUE HILL INCREASE VB6ED 
— BOND ISSUE Off *I».V. , .'.«,<miii 
INSTEAD OF siiiii.imiii.ihiii IS 
RECOMMENDED 



Washington, February 13— A Treas- 
ury deficit of $333,400,000 at the end 
of the next fiscal year is forecast In a 
report submitted today by the Senate 
Finance Committee recommending 
that the administration revenue bill be 
amended to authorize a bond issue of 
$195,266,000 Instead or $100,000,000 
and that the authorisation for cer- 
tificates of indebtedness be made 
$. r .00,000,000 instead of $300,000,000. 

The recommendation for increases 
is based on revised Treasury Depart- 
ment estimates submitted to Congress 
since the bill passed the Mouse, 
placing the Federal Government's ex- 
penditures for the fiscal year 1018 at 
$1,400,000,000. The committee esti- 
mates that to meet this total and pro- 
vide a working balance, the amount 
which must be raised by bonds and 
new revenue legislation is 1488,400,- 
000. This the committee proposes fo 
raise as follows: 

By bond issues: For expenditures 
ou account of the .Mexico situation fo 
June 80, 1017, $162,418,000; for con- 
Itruotion of Alascan railway to Juim 
30, 1918. $21,838,000; for construction 
of armor plate plans, $11,000,000; 
n'likiim a total bond issue of $105.- 
2Mi.i>oo. 



Ily new taxation: An excess profit 
tax, $226,000,0(111; Inheritance tax in- 
creases $22.0011,(10(1(1, making a total of 
$248,noo,0ii0, and a grand total from 
new tuxes and bonds of $443,256,900, 
or $9,856,000 In excess of absolute 
needs, in its report the committee ex- 
plained thnt the proposed authoriza- 
tion to Issue short term certificates of 
Indebtedness to $500,000,000 is for the 
purpose of tiding the Treasury over 
until new taws come in. Large por- 
tion of the total revenue of the gov- 
ernment now Is payable during the 
last month of the IIbcbI year and prob- 
ably worse than $500,000,000 of reve- 
DUe would, in the opinion of the COm- 
:• i't ■<■. lie collected during June. 1918 

•"I lie Income tax, the munitions 
manufacturers' tax anil the excess 
profits lax are all due and payable in 
June of each year, the report says. 
"This is practically as much as w ill be 
collected during the entire preceding 
eleven months. This is, while the dis- 
bursements tor 1918 may be less than 
the receipts for that year, sfill at cer- 
tain periods prior to June the Treas- 
ury may need these certificates of in- 
debtedness to tide It over. 

The bill probably will he brought 
up In the Senate Friday.

Washington, February 13— The lar- 
gest naval appropriation bill in the 
country's history wub passed today by 
the House and sent to the Senate, 
where a sub-commltteo Immediately 
was appointed to hasten Its consider- 
atlon, It carries more than $368,000,- 
000, provides for the second install- ; 
ment of the great three-year building : 
program adopted last year, and in- 
cludes administration emergency 
amendments authorizing the govern- 
ment to commandeer privato ship- 
yards and munitions plantB In time of 
naflonnl peril and to purchase the 
basic patents of aircraft. The vote 
on the bill was 353 to 23, eighteen 
Democrats, headed by Majority Ix;ad- 
Of Kitchin, four Republicans and one 
Socialist voting against it. 

During the debate, which waB In 
progress Intermittently for about a 
week, varloiiB provisions proposed as 
a result of the submarine crisis were 
added to the measure. Because of the 
government's difficulty In placing con- 
tracts ror warships authorized last 
year, an amendment asked for Secre- 
tary Daniels providing an additional 
$12,000,000 for equipping navy yards 
for construction was Inserted The 
army bill will be taken up in the 
1 fouse Thursday.

Havana, February 18— Outwardly 
the revolutionary situation here to- 
night is Virtually as It has been for 
the last three days, but there were ru- 
mors of uprising In Camaguey, where, 
according to unconfirmed reports, 
Lieutneant Colonel Quinones, com- 
manding the troops in that province, 
had rebelled together with his force.
